They defer to you in 
everything, and yet there isn’t a bit 
of the milksop about them, and they 
are not a bit afraid of you.

How did you 
manage it? 

I made them obey absolutely; I

Professor Oliver) of Saskatchewan 
University, Discovers tmportant 
Masuscripts, Which Throw Inter 
esting Light on the Early History of 
the West. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The most valuable 
Canadian historical documents which 
have been discovered for years were 
collected this summer by Prof, Oliver, 
professor of history in Saskatchewan 
university Prof. Oliver, who has 
been working at the archives for the 
government, has succeeded in locat- 
ing practically all the records of the 
old Assiniboia council of Manitoba, 
which was the only government in 
the west, for years before Manitoba 

‘ntered confederation. ‘Most of 
these documents, it was supposed, 
were not in existence. Some of these 
manuscripts were found by Prof. 
Oliver in Manitoba and some in the 
archives at Ottawa. 

Hon. Dr. Roche, secretary of state, 
under whose department the archives 
now falls and who is taking a keen 
personal interest in collecting records 
of Canada’s early history, thinks that 
these mnuscripts will prove of ex- 
ceeding value to historians and be- 
lieves that they will throw fresh light 
on the early history of the west. He 
had a conference in regard to them 
with Dr. Doughty, deputy minister of 
the archives and Prof. Oliver Oliver 
and decided to publish the newly found 
documents in blue-book form so they 
will be available to all interested in 
western Canadian history. 

We have less information I find, 
said Dr. Roche, in the archives in re- 
gard to the west than any other part 
‘of Canada. I want to secure all data, 
documents and manuscripts possible 
in regard to the early history of the 
west. Every year that passes makes 
it that. much harder to secure. How- 
ever, the minister is not confining his 
efforts to the west alone and, with a 
view to strengthening the hands of 
Dr. Doughty in securing original doc- 
uments on Canadian history he has 
enlarged the manuscript commission 
by the addition of the ° following 
Mames: Arch-deacon Armitage, Nova 
Scotia; Arch-deacon Raymond, St. 
John, NB; Hon. Thos. Chapais, 
Quebec; Prof. Grant, Queens univer- 
sity and Sir Edmund Walker, Ontar- 
io; Prof. Chester Martin, Manitoba 
university and R. E. Gosnell, British 
Columbia } 

Dr. Roche is also considering the 
appointment of a commission to go 
through all the Ottawa departments 
in a search for documents of histor- 
ical interest which should be preserv- 
ed in the archives. At present no 
effort is made to save or preserve de- 
partmental documents and the depart- 
ments are filled with old files, which 
may hold documents of almost price- 
less value.

Com missioner Reports Island Colony 
Needs, any of, Canada's Products 


Ottawa.—The Canadian trade com- 
iilssiones in New Zealand, W. A. 
doe, in a report just received by 
the department of trade and ~*~ com- 
merce, contributes some interesting 
and important information with re- 
gard to trade possibilities between 
Canada and New Zealand. For the 
benefit of those who favor trade 
through Imperial channels it is shown 
that between the two countries there 
exists a reciprocal preferential tariff, 
adequate transportation facilities by 
subsidized steamers and a good de 
mand for high-class Canadian natural 
and manyfactured products. 

The commissioner states that there 
is a particularly good demand for 
high class dairy cattle to improve New 
Zealand herds, and he asks for a list 
of exporters promising that good bus- 
iness will result. It is pointed out 
that during the year 1910, only 96 
Canadian cattle were imported, most 
of these being from Ontario. For 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1912, 
Canada supplied only $35,000 worth 
of boots and shoes to New Zealand. 

Timber in the island colony is also 
about exhausted and the commissioner 
thinks that a trade in lumber could 
be worked up with British Columbia. 

Last year more than one million 
dollars worth of iron and steel fittings 
was u€ed and of this quantity Canada 
secured but $25,000, notwithstanding 
our preference of 20 per cent. 

The commissioner is gratified to 
know that a new industrial concern 
for the manufacture of nails and wire 
will soon be instituted in Canada, and 
states that a large business may be 
established, providing the supplies are 
permanent. 

The exports of butter to Canada 
during the past season, the report 
states, have exceeded all expectations. 
The report also notes that the arrival 
in New Zealand of thirty men, claim- 
| ing to be Canadian farmers. They 
| stated on arrival that the Canadian 
| climate was too vigorous for them and 
| they had decided to settle in New 
Zealand.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the heeson, | Luke iv, 16-30, 
Memory Verces, 18, 19—Golden 
Text, John i, 11 (R.V )—Comment- 


ary Prepared by Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


According to the harmonies of the 
gospels, this lesson takes us back in 
the story a long distance, back to a 
time before the Sermon on the Mount, 
to a time soon after the first miracle 
at Canan, and the meeting with the 
woman o Samaria, according to Matt. 
xiii, 54-58; Mark vi, 1-6. He did 
revisit Nazareth after the events in 
last week's lesson and taught in the 
Synagogue but could do no mighty 
work except healing a few sick folk, 
becduse of their unbelief. They were 
astonished at His wisdom, but they 
were offended at 


Him and said: 
“Whence hath this man all these 
things? Is not this the Carpenter, 


the Son of Mary,. the brother of 
James and Joses and of Juda and 
Simon, and are not his sisters here 
with us? He only replied, “A pro- 
phet is rot without honor but in his 
Own country and among his own kin 
and in his own house.’ Because 
He said something similar in our 
lesson for today some one must have 
thought the incidents the same, and 
the more perhaps, because Luke only 
records this, and only Matthew and 
Mark the other. The incident of 
this lesson occurred very early in His 
ministry, while that was much later 
and was probably His last visit to 
Nazareth Turning to this lesson 
we note that it was His custom to go 
to the synagogue on the Sabbath and 
it could not have been for the ben- 
efit recelved from any discourse 
there, but theré was always a_por- 
tion read from the law, the prophets 
and the psalms, and that could not 
but be profitable to a truly devout 
mind. Forsaking the assembling to- 
gether is one of the common and in- 
creasing sins of our day, disobeying 
Heb. x. 25; There is a great for- 
saking of the house of God and dis- 
pising of His word, but all things 
hasten to the consummation and the 
kingdom shall be the Lord’s. 

On this particular Sabbath He was 
asked to read, and there was given 
Him the roll ér book of the prophet 
Isaiah. Finding the place known 
to us as chapter Ixi, He read just a 
few seniences and closed the book 
or roll and gave it again to the min- 
ister and sat down. With what ex- 
pression He must ‘have read! It 
was surely according to Neh. viii, 8, 
He read distinctly and gave the 
Sense, aud now, having taken His 
seat, He was about to cause them to 
hear. He was about to cause them 
to understand the reading. We do 
not wonder that the eyes of all in the 
Synagogue were fastened on Him 
(verse 20), for if this was His first 
reading it was the first time they had 
ever peard the Son of God read from 
His O6Wn book.

There is in Prinée Edward Island a 
new development which is attracting 
great attention in the shape of rais- 
ing fur-bearing animals. It has been 
Proved that the climate of the pro- 
vince is particularly suitable for the 
breeding, cf black foxes, and a num- 
ber of farmers have embarked in the 
industry with the most profitable re- 
sults.
